Steps Taken for 
Two City C. of C. 
At Meeting Here 


Preliminary steps for forma- 
tion of a new combined chamber 
of commerce for Upland and On- 
tario and possibly other parts of 
the Chaffey district are being 
tsken following a meeting in Up- 
land Tuesday afternoon. 

Upland una Ontario committees 
are to he appointed and these 
groups will confer on the possi- 
bility of establishing a district- 
wide civie erganization. 

Expressed opinions were . var- 
ied as the 25 men and women 
talked frankly about the roles of 
a chamber of commerce and 
about the futility of accomplish- 
ing anything in the face of con- 
stant opposition. 

Motion Adopted 

Outcome of the discussion, 
however, was an adopted motion 
calling on each chamber to select 
representative citizens to’ thor- 
oughly study the matter and to 
confer on the possibility of act- 
ually establishing a district-wide 
promotional agency. 

Walter Holts, president of the 
Upland chamber of commerce. 
opened the meeting and after a 
brief explanation he called upon 
Fred Price, former assemblyman. 
Mr. Price, who has given much 
study to the proposal in recent 
months, said that much could be 
accomplished through coopera- 
tive action by an enlarged civic 
group. Upland and Ontario have 
much in common now, he said. 
and mentioned were Euclid ave- 
nue, the Chaffey campus, inter- 
secting highways and a common 
water shortage problem.

When 
City Attorney Henry M. Busch 
learned of this agency he ad- 
vised the council and in 
due time the funds were “ear- 
marked.” If Upland can quali- 
fy for the money then it will 
be eventually appropriated. + 

Appointment of five persons 
to a local ‘Redevelopment 
Agency” is the next step for 
the city. Then plans can be 
made for the redevelopment 
program. The agency has the 
right to acquire land and to 
transact business. 

For years study has. been 
given to the proposéd extension 


‘of C and D streets from Third 


to Campus avenues. Many un- 
usual probléms have beén in--. 
volved, including the number | 


of property ‘owners, the- var 
ious shapes of the parcels and 
the sfact that the area borders 
the Pacific Electric ris ).t-of- 
way. While actual pi.*¥ .ea- 
ings had been started by the 
city council for extension of 
the streets, these proceedings 
will be temporarily delayed 
until fate of the federal, money 
request is known. 

If the federal money is act- 
ually allocated to Upland, then 
it is proposed the local Rede- 
velopment Agency would pur- 
chase all the land that would be 
affected in the street’s exten- 
sion. After the street work 
was completed, then the im- 
proved frontage would be re- 
sold. 

In the new procedure, obser- 
vers see a brighter possibility 
of getting the two streets ex- 
tended at a minimum cost to 
taxpayers in general. 

At the suggestion of Mr. 
Busch the council was advised 
to apply for the money and the 
$35,000 grant would not only 
relieve local property owners 
but would also result in im- 
proving an area that would 
bé Of great benefit to thé eom- 
munity.

Two meetings were held, one 
Monday night and another one 
Puesday, to act on the various 


matters. 


The special election will be 
held May 18. At that time the 
voters will be asked to permit 


the school board to set a tax rate 
higher than the present legal 
limit which is 94 cents for each 
$100 of ,assessed valuation. The 
requested rate is $1,380. Harold 
W. cook, school superintendent, 
pointed out that “it is no longer 
possible for school distriets with 
less than the state average of 
assessed valuation per child to 
carry on an adequate educational 
program without exceeding the 
maximum tax rate.” 

He said the assessed valuation 
for each child in Upland is 
$6,647 while the average in the 
state is $11,000, 

At present the Upland school 
district tax rate produces  ap- 
proximately $67,000 in money. 
The new proposed 40-cent  in- 
crease would boost the .income 
accordingly.

phenating was placed in effect 
primarily to standardize the sys- 
tem throughout the telephone in- 
dustry. Research had indicated 
that fewer errors were made in 
passing numbers from operator 
to operator under the present 
system than when numerous sys- 
tems were used. For instance, in 
automatic exchanges, telephone 
numbers can range from three to 
seven digits with the two letter 


prefix and five digit number the 


most frequently used. 

“In Ontario and Upland we have 
both five and six digit numbers 
with the possibility that some- 
time in the future they will all 
be converted to five digits. You 
can, therefore, realize the numer- 
ous combinations possible in hy- 


phenating a number and that each | 


combination creates phonetic 
changes. Considering that both 


our local and long distance oper- | 


tors are daily dealing with tele- 
phone numbers throughout the 
nation, it can be seen that a stan- 
dardization is of great importance
